ure or shape in a drawing with many 
overlapping figures; and visual closure, 
completing a drawing when a small por- 
tion of the drawing Is missing. 


Speech therapists at Dist. 62 also give 


hearing tests to kindergarten children to 
determine the child's ability to recognize 
different sounds, the speech therapist 
shows the child a picture of a kite, then 
asks, "Is this kite? Is this site? Is this 
We? Is this kite? Is this mite?" If the 
child answers correctly, the therapist 
knows he is able to tell the difference 
between similar sounds. 


To measure the child's bearing memo- 


ry, therapists read a list of directions —

vitation to the president of the Faculty 
Senate to attend regular board meetings 
and sit in a resource capacity to the 
president, equal In status and consistent 
with acknowledged responsibilities and 
expertise as are other institutional re- 
source!! available to the president." 


Before the motion was presented to the 


board, chairman Jcssalyn Nicklas out- 
lined past discussions, stressing the past 
openness on the board's part towards the 
faculty 


Attempts to modify the motion to In- 


clude the specific seating arrangement 
at the next meeting were rejected with- 
out a vote. A footnote to the motion In- 


dicates the board chairman will direct 
college president Robert Lahtl to make 
the 
"appropriate physical 
arrange- 


ments" at the next meeting. 


The board also received a petition 


from 27 members of Local 11, Service 
Employes International Union, AFL-CIO, 
seeking to dlsafflllatc from the custodial 
union.

remedial help. For the second group, the 
regular teacher was told the test scores 
and Instructed to provide remedial help 
with the assistance of the learning dis- 
abilities teacher. In the third group, re- 
sults were given to the classroom teach- 
er but the learning disabilities teacher 
provided remedial help in special classes 
each week. 


Students with learning problems made 


progress In all three groups, but the first 
group fell behind the other two by about 
20 per cent, said Mrs. Bradley. School 
officials concluded that although the 
tests were useful in providing special in- 
struction during the kindergarten year, 
the classroom teacher was just as good 
at providing remedial help as the learn- 
ing disabilities teacher. 


THIS YEAR, Mrs. Bradley said, kin- 


dergarten teachers are providing reme- 
dial help themselves so the learning dis- 
abilities teachers can spent more time 
working with older children. 


There are several ways to correct 
learning problems, said Mrs. Bradley, 


depending on their nature and severity. 
In addition to classroom and special tu- 
toring sessions youngsters can attend a 
special first grade class in the fall or en- 
roll in distar, a remedial program devel- 
oped by the Scott Foresmon Publishing 
Co 


All the remedial programs have been 


successful, said Mrs. Bradley, but tho 
most startling results occur in the spe- 
cial first grade class and the distar pro- 
gram. Children tested in the middle of 
first grade year developed learning skills 
a few months above their grade level. 
Second graders in the distar program, 
tested in the middle of the school year, 
often developed skills at a third grade 
level. 


IN BOTH PROGRAMS, children with 


similar problems work together in small 
groups. For a child with hearing diffi- 
culties, for instance, the teacher makes 
full use of his other senses. She builds up 
his reading skills by showing him the dif- 
ference between similar sounds on paper 
or having him trace the letters in the 
sounds with his fingers. The child also 


works to Improve his hearing by listen- 
ing to tape recordings. 


Some parents overreact to the results 


of the kindergarten tests, thinking their 
child has a severe handicap, said Mrs. 
Bradley. In fact, the youngster often 
hasn't matured enough to develop all the 
n e c e s s a r y learning skills for first 
grade, she said, so it's the job of his dis- 
abilities teacher to help him catch up. 
Sometimes the problem Is solved and 
doesn't appear again throughout the 
child's school career. 


Next week learning disabilities teach- 


ers and kindergarten teachers will be 
meeting with parents in a series of con- 
ferences to explain their child's learning 
problem. The learning disabilities teach- 
er may recommend a few learning ex- 
ercises for study at home, said Mrs. 
Bradley.

Unit School District Advantages Told 


Since Elmwood Pork School Dlst. 401 


became a unit district, it has enjoyed a 
considerable tax advantage according to 
Harold Scholle, district superintendent. 


Scholle was a guest speaker at last 


week's meeting of the citizens' reorgani- 
zation committee for Elk Grove Town- 
ship School Dlst. 59. The committee is 
studying the possibility of Dlst 59 form- 
ing a unit school district. 


Scholle sold that in the 4& years since 


Dist. 401 became a unit district, the edu- 
cation fund tax levy has remained the 
same. In the period from 1965 to 1970, the 
district's enrollment has gone up 23 per 
cent, the assessed valuation has risen 23 
per cent, but the total tax rate has only 
gone up two per cent 


In the referendum to form a unit dis- 


trict, Scholle estimated that only 10 per 
cent of the registered voters went to the 
polls, but tho referendum passed 754 to 
101. However, every attempt to pass a 
referendum for more classrooms has 
failed since the district became a unit 
district. 


SCHOLLE SAID the district's total en- 


rollment Is now about 3,500 students In 
three elementary schools and one high 
school Some kindergarten classes have

would gain an additional $2.4 million in 
state aid if the district became a unit 
school according to Thomas Guy of the 
district's citizens' reorganization study 
committee.

Bitterness Over Broken Promises In The House

The ou standing mark of a legislator In 


the General Assembly, to hU or her col- 
ic-agues, is the value which can be placed 
on his promises. 


The mast repeated remark heard on 


the floor of the House of Representatives 
luit Thursday morning were variations 
on the theme: "The first thing I learned 
uhcn I came to Springfield was that a 
m.m's word Is his bond " 


The remarks were repeated In bitter 


tones after disclosure!! that newly rcclec- 
tcd Speaker W. Robert Blair, R-Park 
Forest, had willed out of an agreement 
to grant Hop. llcnry J. Hyde, his chief 
opponent for the spcakership, two ap- 
pointments in the Republican leadership. 


More truin anything else, this apparent 


brcjch of it spoken promise was what 
outraged those who had opposed Blair's 
reelection. In the eyes of legislators, a 
broken promise- is the cardinal sin, and 


Blair's action in refusing to live up to the 
agreement spells nothing but trouble and 
disruption in the 78th General Assembly. 


There were 30 members of the 89- 


mcmbcr Republican majority who stood 
by Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 
R-Arlingtoo Heights, and Rep. John 
Hlrschfcld, R-Champalgn, In their oppo- 
sition to Blair, until Schlickman and 
Hirschfeld informed them that they had 
wrenched 
agreements 
on leadership 


posts and House reforms from Blair. 


All were deeply insulted by Blair's re- 


versal and the resentment which they 
have held against the speaker over the 
past two years was solidified. 
• • • 


ANOTHER MARK of a legislator's 


standing Is the loyalty which he can at- 
tract from other members in standing by 
him on a controversial issue. 


According to that standard, Schlick- 


man, 
as well as Hirschfeld, were accord- 


ed impressive stature by (he 27 or 28 oth- 


er Republican representatives who re- 
fused to budge from their anti-Blair posi- 
tion until those two gave them the word. 


Accordingly, Schlickman and Hirsch- 


feld were deeply embarossed when it ap- 
peared that they bad been duped by 
Blair in winning their reluctant support. 
It was evident however that none of 
those who had held the line with them 
against Blair blamed them for the col- 
lapse of the agreement. 
• • • 


THE 
QUESTION most frequently 


asked of Schlickman, Hyde and Hirsch- 
feld after the blow-up was why they did 
not secure Blair's signature on the con- 
cessions which had been reduced to writ- 
ing. 


Their answer was that Blair had sug- 


gested that requiring his signature would 
be demeaning to the office of speaker of 
the House. As Hlrschfcld put it: "I 
agreed that we arc all adults, we arc all 
gentlemen, we are all legislators. A 


handshake should have been enough." 


In the tradition of the legislature, that 


is true. But it is ironic that the five prin- 
cipals at the meeting in which Blair ac- 
ceded to the Schlickman-Hirschfeld de-~ 
mands were also all attorneys. A ques- 
tion from one reporter who asked Hirsch- 
feld, "Would you buy a house that way?" 
brought only a wan smile.

last ballots (of eight cast), the majority

stuck to Hyde as candidate for speaker. 


Four, including Rep. Brian Duff of Wil- 


L. D. LaFleur 
of Bloomingdale (2nd), Rep. Virginia 
MacDonald of Arlington Heights, and 
Rep. Ronald L. Totten of Hoffman Es- 
tates, (3rd), voted for Blair on every bal- 
lot.

If the courts ever begin jailing mini- 


ster!), priests and rabbis who refuse to 
violate the secrecy of the confessional, 
tin- nutlon.il uproar can be well imag- 
ined. 


Yet, with a few exceptions, the nation's 


pulpits have been muffled or uncon- 
cerncd at the Immoral spectacle of lay- 
men who were jailed because as news- 
men they refused to break a historic 
journalise faith and violate a most sa- 
cred confessional obligation. 


Peter Bridge of New Jersey and Wil- 


liam Farr of California have refused to 
reveal the Identity of their sources. To 
have done so would have been thoroughly 
immoral, as uoll ns disastrously imprac- 
tical. For if such dishonor ever becomes 
widespread in the press, it "would cause 
«crtous Investigative reporting to dry 
up." as stated by New York's Gov. Nel- 
son Rockefeller. And If this were ever to 
happen, this government of, by, and for 
the people would Indeed perish from the 
Earth — along with its free press. 


Cl.KHGY DO NOT seem to be suf- 


ficiently aware of the clear and present 
danger. If the Nixon courts can so easily 
assault such an historic tradition as a 
newsman's confidentiality, then surely 
the sacrosanctlty of the confessional 
should be an easy mark as well. 


Connecticut's Gov. Thomas Mcsklll 


apparently doesn't agree — nor docs 
President Nixon and (outrageously) his 
press aide Herb Klein, formerly of the 
Copley ("Let Freedom Ring") News- 
papers. For in his opposition to proposed 
"shield laws" designed to protect the 
confidentiality afforded to a newsman's 
sources, Gov. Mcskill has contended that 
they will "Instantly combine the func- 
tions of doctor, lawyer, clergyman, judge 
and jury In any man who holds a press 
card or who has $1.50 to go out and get 
some printed." 


Aside from the fact that effective and 


valid pass cards arc cither unused by 
many newsmen — or considerably more 
difficult to come by than some forms of 
ordination, (such as by mall) — Gov. 
Mcskill's observations should be of espe- 
cial interest to tho religion editor of the 
New Haven Register, the Rev. John 
Knoble. 


(THIS RESEMBLES one classic at- 


tempt to explain how a God or perfect 
love could be capable of allowing anyone 
to be damned eternally: "Well, in his 
role as a just God, he docs things that he 
wouldn't be caught dead doing as God of 
love!") 


Perhaps clergy would better appre- 


ciate the wisdom of the framcrs of the 
Bill of Rights (who included press free- 
dom right along with freedom of speech 
and religion) if they realized how legally 
vulnerable the confidentiality of the con- 
fessional has been. 


More than a decade ago, the Baptist 


Joint Committee on Public Affairs in 
Washington, D.C., commissioned attor- 
ney A. Robert Thcibault to research all 
state laws relating to protection of con- 
fidentiality in pastoral counseling or con- 
fession. 


Thcibault discovered that 17 states pro- 


vided no legal protection whatsoever. 
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Stockmarket at a glance ... appearing 
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MOREOVER, he learned that in at 


least half of the states there were very 
definite qualifications to this protection 
— such as confining it to "confessions" 
made to a clergyman in the "the course 
of discipline enjoined by the church to 
which he belongs." (Hence the cose of 
one Episcopal clergyman who was 
threatened with contempt charges for re- 
fusing to reveal details of a divorce case 
told him by a parishioner in confidence. 
It was held that this priest was not en- 
titled to privileged communication be- 
cause the Episcopal Church does not 
have compulsory confession. This deci- 
sion was later reversed by a higher 
court.) 


Speech can hardly remain free in any 


country where one cannot confide in ci- 
ther the Second Estate (the clergy) or 
the Fourth Estate (the press), without 
fear of governmental intrusion.

ford a battery of high-paid law- 
ycrs. 


— Studies have never proved

penalty for specific crimes. 


Klcindicnst's logic Is that the

If the aforementioned arguments 


of morality and ineffectiveness 
aren't enough, there are two other 
compelling 
arguments 
against 


bringing back death as a tool of 
justice: 


— Would-be skyjackers might be 


emboldened by the knowledge that 
death awaited them if caught and 
convicted. More lives might be lost 
as a result. 


— Jurors might be reluctant to 


condemn someone to death in the 
case of one of these capital crimes. 
The person might be acquitted of 
the more serious charge and then 
convicted of a lesser charge, such 
as illegal possession of firearms, 
just to avoid using the death penal- 
ty. 


The overriding argument is one 


of morality. The death penalty has 
not ended the existence of horrible 
crimes against individuals and 
against society. Perhaps it has 
slightly reduced the crime rate; 
but are we to resort to mass execu- 
tions of all criminals in order to. 
obtain the perfection which is im- 
possible in an imperfect society? 


Horrible crimes will remain with 


us as long as we remain on earth. 
It is better to use the tools of cor- 
rection and imprisonment in an ef- 
fort to alter the nature of persons 
who commit crimes. Death, as an 
ultimate weapon, has never solved 
anything.

Racism Search In NW Suburbs 


During the latter half of 1972, an adult 


Sunday School class at the Community 
Presbyterian Church in Mount Prospect 
attempted to unravel what is racism, 
and what Is repression, in the Northwest 
suburbs. 


The primary, emphasis has been on un- 


covering the racism which does exist in 
the Northwest suburbs, the racism which 
exists, perhaps inevitably, in an area 
which contains only a handful of persons 
with black or brown skins. 


Surplsingly though, the group found 


few examples of outright, blatant racial 


hatred. The unconscious references as- 
cribing certain occupational patterns — 
blacks are often viewed as limited to 
blue-collar work — and the stereotyping 
of certain races seemed to keynote the 
study. 


The group — composed of about 15 or 


20 adults — found more subtle examples 
of racial "tying." For example, the 
group heard a report that a group of 
black young men traveling on a deserted 
suburban street at 3 a.m. would attract 
police attention — more attention than a 
similar white group might attract. 


The reason — and logic? Blacks commit 


more crimes per capita than do white 
persons. That's good logic for surveil- 
lance, if you disregard the fact that most 
blacks commit crimes against other 
blacks. 
, 


This example, however, is a good ex- 


ample of how the group had difficulties 
defining racism — and why trying to de- 
fine what affect we've had on our black 
brothers is a difficult matter. 


Call one black man an "Uncle Tom" 


and you've thrown him a racial slur. To 
another, one perhaps whom you're per-

This is in response to your December

Park District Defended 


In your editorial regarding a possible 


referendum to finance flood control proj- 
ects in Arlington Heights, you say the 
village should have put aside money for 
n "rainy day" (pardon the pun). This 
argument was set forth during the park 
district referendum campaign in regard 
to the renovation of the Recreation Park 
pool. There are two things that-make this 
approach impossible. First, in the past 
few years the Arlington Heights Park 
District has been operating its swimming 
pools on a break-even basis, even if the 
admissions were raised substantially, we 
still could not'set aside monies each year 
to provide a fund for such a renovation. 
The code under which all local govern- 
ments operate requires that any unex- 
pended money at the end of one year be 
deducted from the next year's levy. This 
law is supposed to protect the citizen 
from a unit of government levying at the 
maximum rate year after year even 
though the revenue is not needed to oper- 
ate. Similarly the referendum is de- 
signed to protect the citizen, not to be an 
inconvenience to him. Perhaps the news 
media would prefer to allow local gov- 
ernment to sell general obligation bonds 
without a referendum. That way the citi- 
zen would not have to strain his mind 
and the government could proceed w.ith 
whatever projects it wanted and simply 
send (be poor fellow the bill. 


Many, citizens feel that future revenue 


needs should be met by "belt tight- 
ening." The Arlington Heights Park Dis- 
trict's belt has been tightened to the 
bone. We continue to accede to demands 
for more In the way of services and pro-'

grams without a proportional increase in 
operating revenue. We have, as a result, 
spread our staff thinner; and thinner to 
the point of creating a vicious circle. The 
thinner we get, the more dissatisfied 
people become with our service, the 
more dissatisfied they become, the less 
likely they are to pass a referendum to 
up-grade these services. Citizens seem to 
feel that we can live forever on our repu- 
tation as a first rate community without 
any further investment.

The school 
district receives state funds, without ref- 
erendum; the park district does not. The 
village gets federal revenue sharing, util- 
ity taxes, sales taxes, state Income 
taxes, all without referendum; the park 
district does not In fact, the park dis- 
trict has only two sources of money: 
property taxes, which require a referen- 
dum; and fees, which do not. 


If residents do not wish to support the 


district through tax Increase that would 


. spread the burden to commerce and in- 


dustry, they must then'shoulder the total 
burden through drastically 
increased 


• fees or a severe cutback in services. It 


doesn't really matter where we pay for 
governmental services via motor fuel 
taxes, property taxes, income taxes, or 


•' utility taxes; people tend to forget that it 
, is the same dollar no matter how it is 


paid. Given the volunteer nature of our 
local government, many citizens have to 


- pay twice. Once with their tax dollars, 


and again with many hours of service. 


It is time that the Paddock paper and

Some econo- 
mists believe more inflation, rather than 
less, may be in the cards the next two or 
three years — but let's assume on aver- 
age of 3 per cent. 


Docs that give you the figures for an 


easy answer to our question — 3 per cent 
times 20 years equals a 60 per cent in- 
crease In the cost of things? 


Sorry, no. Although a 60 per cent price 


rise sounds scary enough, it's even worse 
than that, because yearly Inflation're- 
sults In a compounded Increase. Just as 
your money earns compounded interest 
In a savings account, so it loses value at 
a compounded rate through inflation. 


AT 3 PER CENT, an Item costing $100 


today, would cost $103 next year, $106.09 
In two years, $109.27 in three years — 
and In 20 years, not $160 (a 60 per cent 
Increase), but $180.61. 


So tho bad news is that, given 3 per. 


cent inflation, the style of living covered 
by $600 a month in 1973 would require 
$1,084 a month, 20 years from today. ' 


The other insidious feature of Inflation 


Is that twice as much inflation is not 
merely twice as bad, but more than 
twice as bad. .You might guess that if 3 
per cent inflation raised the price to $180 
in 20 years, a rate of 6 per cent would 
add another $80, for an end-price of $260. 
Actually, It's $320.

reaction now," the spokesman said of 
phase m. adding that some construction 
Industry labor leaders are complaining 
that wage settlements are being kept in 
line more than construction materials 
costs. 


Robert Wilke, an officer of the Chicago 


Building Trades Council, said labor or- 
ganizations have consistently complained 
that controls have cut back on wage in- 
creases while the prices for goods and 
services are soaring. The decision to 
keep the controls on construction in- 
dustry as one of the more inflationary 
sector of the economy is not a' univer- • 
sally accepted opinion, he said. 


Chicago area construction contracts 


which come up for negotiation in May 
and June include the majority of area 
Industry workers. Trades affected by the 
upcoming expirations arc 
carpenters, 


bricklayers, cement masons, operating 
engineers, glaziers, ironworkers, labor- 
ers, lathers painters, pipefitters, plasters 
and plumbers. May 31 is the expiration 
dato of many of these contracts. 


In addition to wages and fringe bene- 


fits, the issue of regional bargaining 
cropped up In recent Chicago area con- 
struction industry negotiations. As ex- 
plained by Ted Doufexis, executive direc- 
tor of the Residential Construction Em- 
ployers Council (a contractor organiza- 
tion) the regional bargaining concept 
gamed a foothold in last year's bargain- 
ing sessions. 


THE 16 CONTRACTOR organizations, 


Including RCEC which comprise the Mid 
America Regional Bargaining Council 
(MARBA) are not fighting labor, said 
Doufexis. The fight ^ in keeping con- 
struction costs down'and in keeping con- 
struction dollars in the Chicago metro- 
politan area, ho said of the bargaining 
group's purpose. 


MARBA ran into opposition m its at- 


tempts to bargain for .regional settle- 
ments last year. A Wi week construction 
industry shutdown in the Chicago area 
resulted from-the ensuing labor dispute 
in 1972. Although Doufexis anticipates ac- 
ceptance of regional bargaining by some 
area construction trades this year, he 
said he is still fearful of a confrontation 
with at least one major trade group this 
spring. • 


In addition to the Teamsters and inde- 


pendent Chicago Truck Drivers Union 
negotiations coming up in March, Chi- 
cago area will be affected by settlements 
covering mllkwagon drivers'and inside 
dairy workers.

NEW YORK (UPI)—Although savings 


and loan associations have turned to dis- 
count travel and incentive clubs that en- 
courage depositors to let their savings 
lie, the mutual savings banks still raid 
each other's funds by means of premium 
gifts. 


Newspapers and broadcasters in the 17 


states that have mutual savings.banks 
have been bombarding the public again 
recently with offers of free toasters, elec- 
tric drills, small radios and other gifts hi 
return for new deposits of $500 to $10,000. 


It happens regularly every quarter al- 


though in New York the law says savings 
banks can make only one general pre- 
mium offer a year, plus one for the open- 
ing of each new branch. 


THE NATIONAL Association of Mutual 


Savings Banks said the preliminary fig- 
ures for 1972 showed once again that pre- 
mium gifts and novelties accounted for 
about 10 per cent of the savings banks' 
advertising budgets. The figure varied 
from state to state and at different peri- 
ods of the year. December and January 
are the peak months for premium offers. 


Actually the premiums cost the banks 


very little. That's essentially because the 
law limits them to $5'at wholesale for a 
gift for deposit up to $3,000 and $10 for a 
gift for a bigger .deposit. However, the 
retail value of gifts is two to three times 
the wholesale value. 
' • 


And they do bring in the money. 


Spokesmen for the National Savings 
Banks Association and for individual 


banks In New York City said deposits 
have been heavy in response to the 
Christmas and post-New Year's gift of- 
ferings. 
.

• 


In New York, the offer usually requires 


the receiver of the premium to leave his 
money on deposit U months. William 
Schweiiskert, a senior vice president of 
the New York Bank for Savings, said the 
interest banks will pay on the new depos- 
its over this period plus the cost of the 
gift will'be offset substantially by higher 
investment interest rates the banks can 
get for the funds. 


Nevertheless, the spokesman said no- 


body in the savings bank business really 
is happy about having to use gifts to at- 
tract deposits or having to raid each oth- 
er's deposits. 
- 
' 


SWITCHING MONEY from bank to 


bank doesn't seem like the soundest 
banking practice and distributing the 
gifts entails much clerical work. Also, 
they conceded, the whole proposition 
smacks of discrimination against loyal 
depositors who do not switch their money 
from bank to bank to get toasters, radios 
and power drills. 


A New York state banking official said 


the only persons who benefit in the long 
•un, aside from the switching depositor1 
are the newspapers and radio stations 
that carry the gift advertisements. 


Asked if the practice will continue, 


most savings bank people said they are 
sure it will unless federal or state bank- 
ing departments obtain laws forbidding 
it.

Conant waited amost 11 months for re- 


venge and finally got.it Friday night. As 
a result, there's still a race In the South 
Division of the Mid-Suburban League and 
Prospect still can't relax.

Concussion 
Literally 
Violent Shock 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Please comment on 


how a person can receive a brain con* 
ctuilon, what the symptoms are, and 
what the treatment should be. I suffered 
much confusion, dizzy spells, and general 
Illness for several months after a severe 
fall which stunned me momentarily. 


Dear Reader — You've done a pretty 


good Job of describing some of the symp- 
toms yourself. A concussion literally 
means a violent jar or shock, and If 
you're talking about a concussion of the 
brain, It means a violent jar or shock of 
the brain. 


Obviously, you can got one from any 


typo of blow to the head, or in some In- 
stances, if the head were jerked 
violently. Perhaps the most prominent 
symptom is loss of consciousness, or at 
least being stunned At the time of the 
Injury. Dizzy spells are a common result 
of brain concussions. 


Most of the symptoms really depend on 


what kind of Injury results from the 
blow, and where It's located. The brain is 
very well cushioned inside the skull and 
can withstand very severe blows without 
having any permanent damage. 


Nevertheless, tearing or shearing of 


structures around the brain, including 
rupture of a blood vessel, can cause a 
variety of symptoms. If a blood vessel or 
blood sinus Is ruptured, the hemorrhage 
that results from It can causa uncon- 
sciousness and even death if tho condi- 
tion isn't diagnosed and treated properly. 


If a hemorrhage occurs, secondary to a 


blow to tho head, surgery usually has to 
bo performed, removing the blood clot 
that's developed and repairing the bleed- 
ing area. 


IN OTHER instances a blow to tho 


head may causa localized swelling and 
irritation to structures around tho brain 
or in the brain itself. These are often 
treated only symptomatically, relieving 
such problems as associated headache, 
and nature usually docs the rest. 


The kind of treatment varies from 


simple, symptomatic treatment to major 
surgery depending on how much, If any, 
damage has occurred. Tho symptoms 
vary from momentary loss of con- 
sciousness to those which are severe and 
disabling. In most instances of minor 
concussion without significant 
brain 


damage such as caused from hemorr- 
hage or from an actual skull fracture 
and laceration of tho brain, the Individ- 
ual recovers with no evidence of the past 
injury.

ment of "I Left My Heart In San Diego' 
sold only two records, the Spike Jones 
recording of "Cocktails for Six" was a 
flop and hardly anyone even remembers 
'Tea for Three." 


DURING THE recent holidays, I didn't 


hear a single caroling of "The 11 Days 
of Christmas."

that somehow didn't click! You could 
watch the late, Fate show every night for 
a year without seeing a rerun of that 


mystery classic "The 48 Steps." 


Also ignored, despite a splendid per- 


formance by Sidney Greenstreet, is one 
of Hollywood's best suspense thrillers, 
"The Corslcan Falcon." .

How could "The Pittsburgh Story" 


have bombed with Katharine Hepburn 
and Gary Grant in the cast? -Or Clark 
Gable and Claudette Colbert not ring the 
bell with "It Happened One Morning." 


Apparently for the same reason that 


"Around the World In 79 Days" never got 
off the ground. 


The same thing happens on Broadway. 


It befell Tennessee Williams when he 
wrote "Cat on a Hot Asphalt Roof." 


IT HAS EVEN happened to Shakes- 


pcare, whose "Eleventh Night," "Romeo 
and Betty Lou" and "A Midwinter 
Night's Dream" all folded on opening 
night.

Television likewise has had its share of 


near misses. After seeing the pilot, the 
networks turned down a series by Rod 
Selling called "The Dawning Zone." 


He resubmitted it later under the title 


"The Daybreak Zone," but it was again 
rejected. As was another potentialy ex- 
cellent series called "The Fully Dressed 
City." 


Whatever the reason, the arts have a 


long history of inexplicable failure. Bar- 
bara Tuchman could never find a pub- 
lisher for her World War I history "The 
Guns of September." 


"All's Quiet on the Eastern Front," 


"The Postman Always Rings Once" and 
Tolstoy's massive "Hostility and Peace" 
were other notable strikeouts. Tolstoy 
should have changed the title to "War 
and Armistice." It might have been a 
masterpiece. 
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Final 'Bonanza' Tuesday 
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HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - The final se- 


quence of "Bonanza" will air Tuesday 
night without a hint in the script that the 
Ponderosa has packed it in after 430 epi- 
sodes. 


"Bonanza" was a landmark television 


series when it went on the air on Sept 
12, 1959, an NBC showcase for color 
video. 


Now, 
1314 years later, it's over. There 


have been no outward recriminations or 
bitterness, but Lome Greene, who star- 
red as Ben Cartwright, is not particular- 
ly pleased with the network's handling of 
the cancellation. : 


"BACK IN NOVEMBER I was tele- 


phoned to attend a Monday meeting at 
noon," Greene recalled. "The person I 
talked to was the secretary of some NBC 
executive named Larry White. I'd never 
met him. 
• "I told the girl I couldn't attend be- 
cause I was filming a special elsewhere. 
Then, semi-facctiously I said if the show 
Is being cancelled they should Just call 
my agent. 


"The 
secretary answered, .'It couldn't 


be that." 


"Then I asked my agent — Milt Gross- 


man — to find out what the meeting was 
about He returned my call to say the 


network didn't have the grace to let the 
show run to the end of the season. They 
just hacked it off. I never was formally 
notified by the network." 


Greene acknowledges that "Bonanza" 


was a tremendous boon to everyone who 
worked for it But there was a tinge of 
resentment in his voice. 


BUT Greene is perhaps the most 
for- 


tunate television actor of them all. He 
has been busier since the series was can- 
celled than before. He races thorough- 
breds at Santa Anita and is completing a 
breeding farm in the San Fernando 
Val- 


ley; 


Additionally, he is swamped with of- 


fers for guest shot appearances on tele- 
vision, personal appearances, scripts for 
movies and new shows. 


"I will star in a mini-series titled 


"Griff" for ABC next season," Greene 
said. "It will be the story of an ex-police 
captain. It involves some of the problems 
faced by persons in retirement. 


"It won't be a weekly series for the full 


season. But it's an hour show at Univer- 
sal .We'll see how it goes and how it's 
received." 


Greene chose not to perform any post- 


mortems on "Bonanza." It is over, but 
will continue to be seen in reruns for 
years to come.

The martini lunch bunch really does 


buy those "unmentionable*" modeled In 
local restaurants. And It's .ilmply not 
true that the models tarry longer at the 
tables of ogling men than they do at 
groups of cool-eyed women. 


"We don't put on a skin show," stated 


Sue Moynlhan, manager U Su-'s Sophis- 
ticates, an agency which in OPJ day often 
stages as many as four simultaneous 
luncheon shows In any of the dozen finer 
area eateries served by Sue. 


"Ours is probably the 'straightest' pro- 


ductlon In town," added Sue, whoso 
"girls" carry the bikinis and bras from 
area shops instead of modeling them. 
They also must wear underwear with 
street clothes they model and body stock- 
Ings with the sleep wear. 


Sue models right along with her girls 


and also commentates In restaurants 
where commentating is feasible. How- 
ever, In most of the restaurants, com- 
mentating Is not practicable and that Is 
where the personality of the model Is Im- 
portant. "It's not like being a runway 
model where you don't have to sell or 
project," crplalncd Sue. 


SUE IS quick to mention that, while 


clothing Items are often sold by the mod- 
els, the object is really not to sell, but to 
bring customers Into the shops furnishing 
the ensembles. "Thcro Is no hard pres- 
sure," added Sue. 


The models receive n salary from the 


restaurant and If they do "sell from the 
floor" they also get a commission from 
the shop. 


Sales from the floor may vary from $SO 


to several hundred dollars per show. One. 
model sold six $73 coats In one show, 
"But that was an exception," remarked 
Sue. 


Most of the floor sales arc In lingerie 


with baby dolls (short nighties, to you 
men) being the most popular. Jewelry is 
n close second. Baby dolls come In 
sheers and opaques with feathers, fringe, 
ruffles or what-havc-you, and since they 
usually come only In small, medium or 
largo, the men don't have to know statis- 
tics except height and weight to purchase 
the correct size. 


Also, baby dolls seldom cost more than

The girls do not model short 
skirts for street wear as Sue believes 
only young teenagers look well In abbre- 
viated costumes. From the time a girl is 
a sophomore In high school she should be 
aware of fashion and what looks best on 
her, according to Sue. 


Besides restaurant shows, Sue's So- 


phisticates often stages special shows for 
conventions and company training ses- 
sions. Recently the group staged a show 
for an area company whose management 
wasn't satisfied with the work-day attire 
of its female employes. Sue's job in com- 
mentating this show was to stress fash- 
ions appropriate for office wear as well 
as basic charm. 


Models for Sue's Sophisticates are all 


professionals, but before they begin 
working the girls must undergo a three- 
session training course taught by Sue, a 
Pat Vance graduate who formerly mod- 
eled for Saks, Bramson's and Field's.

Maybe A Gander? 


CHICAGO (UPI) -Mother Goose may 


not have been a lady. 


Tho most influential collection of 18th- 


century nursery rhymes, according to 
Encyclopaedia Britannlca, was "Mother 
Goose's Melody: or. Sonnets for the 
Cradle," printed about 1780. 


This collection of rhymes, which In- 


cluded "Jack and Jill," "Dingdong Bell" 
and "Hush-a-By Baby on the Tree Top,". 
was reprinted by Isaiah Thomas of Wor- 
cester, Mass., about 1705. 


It was probably through Thomas' vol- 


ume that these rhymes were thought of 
as belonging to "Mother Goose." But the 
name "Mother Goose" had been taken 
from "Mother Goose's Talcs," the title of 
Charles PerrauR's collection of fairy 
tales which had been translated into 
English In 1729. 


Any reference to a Mother Goose book 


printed In Boston in 1719 seems to be 
without foundation, Britannlca says, and 
tho association of this legendary collec- 
tion with one Elizabeth Goose Is merely 
"delightful hcy-dlddlc-dlddlc."

Affection Key To Training 
Animals At California Park 


Old-Time Movies

REDWOOD CITY, Calif. (UPI) — Ton! 


Heifer, a stunningly attractive former 
model, is an expert in dealing out affec- 
tion. 


The slender blonde helps train the hun- 


dreds of animals at Marine World-Africa, 
USA, a wildlife recreation park on the 
San Francisco Peninsula. 


She is the wife of Ralph Heifer, who 


developed a system of animal training 
called "affection training." 


Pointing to a lady animal tamer who 


was kissing the nose of a huge Bengal 
tiger, Mrs. Heifer said: "Not long ago 
she wouldn't dare try that." 
I 


"The Bengals were originally trained 


for a circus and there it's strictly whip, 
gun and chair," she said. "We affection- 
trained them later and the trainer can 
nuzzle right up to them now." 


The system, however, is not all one of 


affection. 


"IT'S MORE affection with respect," 


she said. "If it was 'all affection, we'd 
end up with a spoiled animal." 


In some ways it's like dealing with 


children. 


Children throw tantrums and the 


thought of the animals at the park 
"needing a spanking" is enough to terro- 
rize most city folks. 


When an animal isn't cooperative, the 


usual affection training solution is an iso- 
lation cage, which is something like 
being sent to your room. 


Most animal training based on fear is 


geared to making the animal part of the 
human's world. 


However, Marine World-Africa USA is 


designed to be as close to the animals' 
habitat as possible, Mrs. Heifer said. 


The first step in training is to get the 


animal used to being touched. 


"WE START OFF with a stick and 


then work toward the petting stage," she 
said. 


Her husband says tho system is based 


on "love, patience and understanding." 


"The animals know we love them and 


they love us," he said. 


The results of Heifer's training meth- 


ods have been seen on such television 
programs as "Daktari" and "Cowboy in 
Africa." 


At the park on San Francisco Bay they 


are demonstrated first hand by the hun- 
dreds of visitors each day who pet tigers 
and cougars.

Wheeling residents In four precincts 


will bo voting at new polling places In 
the upcoming village elections as a result

Village Clerk Evelyn Dlcns said the

' formed from tho part of precinct 55 that 
lies west of the Soo Line tracks and north 
of Buffalo Creek. The part of precinct 55 
south of the creek was not changed. 


Another new precinct, given number 


102, was formed from parts of precincts 
48, 79 and 30. Residents living in this pre- 
cinct will vote at Wheeling High School. 


MRS. Dlens explained that the village 


clerk has the prerogative of establishing 
the precincts and polling places for vil- 
lage elections. She said that while sho 
does not have to use the same precinct 
system the county does, It is simpler to 
do so. "I find it's easier," she said. "Af- 
tcr all, they do the work." 


Tho clerk said the county was planning 


to split precincts 30, 48 and 55 in June 
and had already asked for her recom- 
mendation on the splits. She said she 
would recommend the same divisions she 
was using for the village elections. 


Mrs. Diens said she will ask the village 


board to pass a resolution on the precinct 
split, even though she has the authority 
to make these arrangements herself. She 
added that the numbers and locations of 
village polling places will become official 
. when the board passes an ordinance set- 
ting up the April elections. - 


According to Mrs. Dlens, there may be 


some voter confusion caused by the split 
because old precinct numbers are print- 
ed on voter registration cords. To com- 
bat this confusion, she said there would 
be an extensive publicity campaign to in- 
form voters who will be affected by the 
split.

Tonight, she and her two other bar- 


bers, Russ and Joe, celebrate the grand- 
opening of the shop hi the Ranch Mart 
Shopping Center. There will be a cham- 
pagne fountain and hors d'oeuvres from 
6 to 9 p.m. 


FROM ALL REPORTS, the shop has 


changed considerable since Mrs. Persack 
took over last August. The old bare floor 
is now covered'with carpeting and the 
bottles of Witch Hazel that cluttered the 
counters have been replaced by cans of 
halrspray. 


Warm shades of brown and green, typi- 


cal of a man's den or study dominate the 
soothing decor that reflects Mrs. Per- 
sack's "philosophy" of bartering. 


"When a man takes time to get a hair- 


cut, he should be able to get away from 
the hectic world," said the petite gradu- 
ate of Moller Barber College in Chicago. 


Mrs. Persack was one of five women in a 
class of 20' who earned their licenses in 
1968.

Hidden Creek 
Takes Its 
First Step 


Hidden Creek, a 77-ncrc apartment 


complex at Dundee Road and 111. Rtc. 53, 
met with little opposition when details 
for the project were outlined to Cook 
County Zoning Board of Appeals mem- 
bers Friday. 


Much of the surrounding land already 


is zoned for multi-family developments, 
a fact that may smooth the path for re- 
zoning. Located northwest of the Dundee- 
Rtc. 5.1 Intersection, the project would be 
built in three "neighborhoods," accord- 
ing to developers. 


The land currently Is in the hands of 


Kern Property, but if the zoning change 
Is approved, the residential portion 
would be sold to Kennedy Brothers devel- 
opers, and nn IB-acre business zone 
would go to Edolborg-Mayer and Associ- 
ates, 


The three portions of the residential 


development, bordered by Nichols Road, 
Baldwin Road and Rtc. 53, arc connected 
only by pathways. Separate roads lead 
into each section, with no auto access 
between the scgmcncts of the devel- 
opment. 


TllltEK-STOIlY apartment buildings 


arc scheduled for the northern 23 acres 
of the trlnngular-shapcd property. Dub- 
bed the "garden area," this portion 
would total 616 living units In com- 
binations of one, two and three bed- 
rooms. 


In the "cluster area," 576 townhouscs 


and duplexes would be constructed on 
the 4B-ncrc central section surrounding 
the Buffalo Creek tributary, which runs 
cast-west through the property. 


The "courts" will bo three buildings, 


one seven stories tall and two nine sto- 
ries each. The apartments in these eleva- 
tor buildings arc scheduled for effi- 
ciencies of ore and two bedrooms each, 
totaling 301 units. 


Hidden Creek's density would be just 


over 19 units per acre. 


Specifics for n commercial area along 


Dundee Road were much less certain. 
The only definite plan included a motel 
in the project 


Developers told county zoning commis- 


sioners that they have been trying "al- 
most continuously" to buy a 40-ocre sec- 
tion of land still In the hands of the farm- 
er who originally owned the entire 98 
acres of the development But for now, 
they are planning to build on the sur- 
rounding property with the hope of even- 
tually buying the remaining portion.

New Drug Policy 


Prospect Heights Dist 23 students 


found using or buying dangerous drags 
on school property or during a school- 
sponsored activity will be suspended Im- 
mediately under a new policy adopted by 
the school board. 


The board will also consider expelling 


any student "engaged in the distribution 
or selling of behavior-affecting drugs" 
that are not prescribed for the student by 
a physician. The policy defines behavior- 
affecting drugs as marijuana, narcotics, 
hallucinogens or "any other dangerous 
drugs." 


The policy as adopted at the urging of 


the Illinois Association of School Boards. 
"They've been telling us we better pro- 
tect ourselves in case we get any cases 
like this," said Supt. Edward Grodsky. 
"As far as I know, we haven't had any 
situations like this yet But I'm not walk- 
ing around with my head in the sand, 
thinking everything is all right." 


The policy also states that students 


found "under the influence" of drugs on 
school property or during a school-spon- 
sored activity would be immediately sus- 
pended. For readmission to school, the 
board will require a written confirmation 
from a physician that the student has 
talked to him about his drug in- 
volvement. 


"I'm not it. the business of expelling 


students," said Grodsky. "But I feel that 
if we have one child that might be affect- 
ing 100 others by using or selling drugs, 
.we have to do something." 


High Schoolers Train In Cadet Program 
Students Learning Fire Department Ropes

The workings of a front mount pump 


would mean little to the typical high 
school student. Yet 10 local high school 
juniors know all about the front mount 
pump and other pieces of fire equipment 
because they have studied them under 
Mount Prospect Fire Department's cadet 
program. 


The cadet program, started last Sep- 


tember, is the first of its kind in Illinois 
and is being operated in conjunction with 
High School Dist 214's Diversified Edu- 
cation Program. There is a strong possi- 
bility that other area fire departments 
will join the program next year 


The students, from Mount Prospect, 


Arlington Heights and Prospect Heights, 
also have studied salvage operation, hose 
lines and advanced first aid in the first 
five months of the pioneer program. 
They arc well acquainted with radio 
communications and the equipment used 
on fire trucks. 


Under the cadet program, the boys 


spend three hours each weekday after- 
noon at village fire stations getting prac- 
tical experience and one hour each day 
in the classroom at Prospect High 
School, where most of the cadets arc stu- 
dents. 
, 


FinEFIGllTEH Leonard Kaiser, who 


spent over a year drawing up the pro- 
gram before It started, hopes to have a 
state law passed which would allow the 
cadets to become firemen at age 18. Cur- 
rently, state law restricts membership in 
a fire department to those aged 21 or 
older. 


Apparently all 10 of the boys now in 


the program have plans to become fire- 
men after they turn the legal age, ac- 
cording to Kaiser. However, at least one 
hopes that the law is changed so he can 
join after graduation from high school. 


"The training wo are getting Is good. It 


deals with each situation (that may come 
up)," Keith McDonald, IB Leon Ln., 
Prospect Heights, said. "I would start 
right away if the age was lowered. 


McDonald, a St. Viator High School 


student, Is n "buff with the Prospect 
Heights Fire Department now. A "buff" 
Is n person who is not a member of a fire 
department nor a volunteer, but who 
hangs out at the fire station doing all he 
can to help the firemen. Buffs handle* 
such jobs as coiling hoses and running 
errands. • 


KAISER. WHO has to grade the boys 


on their practical training, feels there 
arc three basic pluses to the cadet pro- 
gram. 


"We are helping to keep some kids in 


high school by offering them training In 
something they are interested in learn- 
ing," he said. "We are keeping them in- 
terested."

Fire Cadet Plan Interest Spreading 


An important part of Mount Prospect 


Firefighter Leonard Kaiser's'plans for 
his cadet program is to have it adopted 
statewide. 


He has received indications of support 


and interest from throughout the state, 
but the current state laws governing 
membership in fire departments remain 
a stumbling block. 


Kaiser, a 10-year veteran of the Mount 


Prospect Fire Department, has spent the 
last 19 months working to establish both 
the local program and a statewide pro- 
gram. As Fire Chief Lawrence Pnlritz 
put It, "Len has worked and worked 
hard, while others have just talked." 


Kaiser has even gone as far as to draw 


up a new state law which would establish 
fire cadet programs. The law, an adapt- 
ation of the current one covering police 
cadets, is in the hands of newly elected 
State Sen. David Regner, R-3rd, and 
awaits introduction to the state legisla- 
ture.

Kaiser's model bill has two important 


aspects. First, it would lower the eligibil- 
ity age for firemen from 21 to 18. Second, 
it would set up a preference point system 
for cadets. 


UNDER the preference point system, 


a former cadet, once he had qualified by 
exam for a fire department, would re- 


ceive additional points for his previous 
training. The result would be, as Kaiser 
sees it, that the former cadets would 
then have an edge when it came to ac- 
tual hiring. 


Kaiser said that he would like these 


preference points to be good for up to 
five years after a cadet finishes the two 
year training program. This would give 
the boy time to attend college if he 
should so desire. . 


Tho Illinois Association of Boards of 


Fire and Police Commissions last March 
offered their support for Kaiser's state- 
wide program. Kaiser himself will soon 
travel to Bloomlngton-Normal where 
both fire chiefs have indicated a desire 
to start cadet programs in their towns. 


Kaiser also hopes that some type of 


state funding will be made available for 
the training programs. He said that some 
state funds are being used now for the 
training books which High School Dist. 
214 is buying for the program. 


believes will develop between teenagers 
and fire and policmen as a result of the 
program. "Once the boys have served on 
a full 24-hour shift and they go out on a 
call at 2 a.m. and see a policeman work- 


ing too, they'll get the idea he is on their 
side," Kaiser said, "anyway they'll go 
back to school and tell the other kids 
about it." 


The third plus is the natural one of 


creating a ready pool of trained persons 
to become firefighters. Kaiser said it is 
always hard for a fire department to set 
up a training program for just one man,

THE CADET program as currently set 


up is a two-year plan. Kaiser would like 
to expand it so that during the summer 
months each of the 10 boys will spend 
five full'24-hour shifts with the depart- 
ment They would then possibly serve as 
the third man on an ambulance call or 
go out on special duty calls. 


Kaiser has asked that funds be includ- 


ed in next year's Mount Prospect budget 
so the boys can work these full days and 
get paid for it and so that uniforms can 
be provided. The program now costs the 
village nothing, as the boys have voted to 
train without pay, and they arc trained 
by firemen who are already on duty that 
afternoon. 


For the second year of the program, 


Kaiser plans to have the first group do 
most of the training for the new group. 
He even feels the program can be ex- 
panded to possibly include cadet classes 
of up to 24 boys each (half new) at each 
of the three fire stations. Prospective ca- 
dets will be given physicals and an apti-

Officials of Dist 214 have indicated

The Buffalo Grove Park District Board 


of Commissioners Thursday night ex- 
pressed dismay at village officials' plans 
to consider construction of a public 
works garage on land naor Willow 
Stream Park. 


The park district currently owns about 


eight acres of the 14-acre site on Far- 
rington Drive. The district's land is occu- 
pied by an outdoor pool and park. Park 
officials submitted a request two weeks 
ago to the village board to purchase 6 6 
moro acres of the land. 


Because the property is being consid- 


ered for a public works garage, the 
trustees requested soil tests to determine 
which portion of the site would be usable 
for a building before selling any more of 
tho property to the park district. 


"If the board insists on using this land 


for a public works garage, they will be 
doing the community a great disservice," 
said Commissioner Joe Settani, who re- 
sides in the area. "Frankly, it will also 
show that they don't give a damn about 
ecology. We have enough asphalt and 
concrete In this community as it is — 
that's about tho only open area left." 


OTHER MEMBERS expressed similar 


feelings about wanting to preserve the 
land and its wildlife, which Is reported to 
include several pheasants. The commis- 
sioners also objected to locating the ga- 
rage so close to a residential neighbor-, 
hood, where heavy equipment could pose 
a threat to the safety of children playing 
in the area. 


Park Board Prcs. William Kiddle said 


Village Prcs. Gary Armstrong gave him 
written assurance last August that the 
village would sell the park district the 
land. If Armstrong refuses to honor the 
agreement, park district attorney John 
Sullivan said it could plsslbly cost the 
park district $300,000 In federal Bureau 
of Recreation land acqusitlon funds.

Tho board agreed to express Its opposi- 


tion to using the property for a garage in 
a letter to the trustees and also will 
request tho Immediate sale of the land to 
the park district.

The only real excitement of the game 


came when'the Redskins got the ball 
back with 1:14 left on their own 30 and 
needed a touchdown to produce the first 
sudden death in the seven-year history of 
the Super Bowl.

Plug Pulled For 
60-Day Evaluation 


The Listening Post Hotline, an Elk 


Grove Community Service program, will 
bo discontinued and the emergency 
phone counseling service will be trans- 
ferred to the Bridge, a Palatine Town- 
ship counseling agency, for a 60-day trial 
period. 


Jordan Rosen, executive director of 


Community Service, said Saturday the 
(rial period will begin "almost Imme- 
diately." Final details of the switchover 
still are to be worked out. Once the 
transfer Is made, the Bridge hotline will 
act as a referral service to callers, with 
those from Elk Grove Village being di- 
rected to Community Service for coun- 
seling. 


According to Rosen, the decision to end 


the Elk Grove Village hotline was made

Won?I Run Again 
For Park Board 


Elk Grove Park District Comr. David 


von Schaumburg announced Friday ho 
would not run for another term In the 
upcoming April 17 park district election. 


"I've been on the park board seven 


years, and I feel that's long enough," ho 
said. "Maybe someone else could bring 
some new Ideas to the board." 


Von Schaumburg sold ho had no plans 


to run for any local office this year, but 
he added he may run for other offices In 
the future. 


Von Schaumburg has been on the 


board since Its Inception seven years ago 
and has served two years as president 
and five years as treasurer. 


Today Is the last filing date for a place 


on the park district ballot. Two 6-ycar 
terms and one 2-year term are up for 
election. 


So far only Edward Hauscr, president 


of the park board, and Bart Dill, park 
commissioner, have filed for six-year 
terms. No petitions have been received 
for the two-year vacancy. 


The two-year term is the uncxplred 


portion of Daniel Gilbert's term. Dill was 
appointed to Mil Gilbert's term, and Hau- 
scr was one of the board's original mem- 
bers. 


because hotline staff members felt that 
not enough calls were being received to 
justify the existence of the local oper- 
ation. One reason for this, he said, was 
that more teen-agers are coming directly 
to the Community Service Farmhouse of- 
fices on Blcstcrflcld Road for counseling, 
rather than calling the Listening Post 
first. The transfer of the hotline service 
had been under consideration for several 
months. 


After the trial period, the transfer will 


be evaluated by Community Service offi- 
cials with the possibility that the switch- 
over will become permanent. 


IN A REPORT presented to the Com- 


munity Service board of directors Thurs- 
day, the youth services committee said 
the Bridge can offer "extended and im- 
proved services" compared to the Listen- 
ing Post. The Bridge is staffed around 
the clock with emergency medical and 
legal counsel available on a 24-hour 
basis. Bridge staff members arc profes- 
sionally trained to handle "crisis inter- 
vention" problems such as potential sui- 
cides and drug overdoses. 


The Listening Post had been housed In 


a trailer next to the village fire station 
on Landmclcr Road. Use of the trailer 
had been donated to the village by the 
former owner of the Elk Grove Mobile 
Home Park at 941 Hlgglns Rd. In ex- 
change for flro protection. When new 
owners of the park failed to reach an 
agreement with village officials con- 
cerning the permanent use of the trailer, 
it was removed from the fire station 
grounds, leaving the hotline without a fa- 
cility. 


Plans had been considered to move the 


Listening Post to the basement of Ue 
Landmclcr Road fire station, but were 
dropped In favor of having the Bridge 
take over all calls. 


USE OF THE Listening Post hotline 


volunteers ended several weeks ago 
when'the trailer was removed. Listening 
Post phone calls now are handled at the 
Community Service offices. In the past 
the Listening Post had used an answer- 
ing service during the day and trained 
volunteers in the ccvcnlngs until mid- 
night. 


The trailer also had been used as a 


drop-In center for teens and as offices for 
Community Service youth counselors. 


However, the youth committee has In- 


dicated It feels the Cedar House Teen 
Program at the Lions Park Community 
Center In the village could replace the 
now-defunct drop-In center program. The 
youth counselors' offices will be moved 
to the Community Service Farmhouse 
building. Rosen said adding the coun- 
selors to the Farmhouse will result In 
better use of space at the facility. He 
said the Farmhouse would remain open 
until about 10 p.m. week nights. 


The transfer of hotline services from 


Community Service to the Bridge will re- 
sult In no additional cost to Community 
Service. The $30 monthly fee Community 
Service had paid to on answering service 
will now be paid to the Bridge.

Considerable Tax Benefit; Elmwood Park.'.. Official 
Unit School District Advantages Told 
• • •

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Since Elmwooj Park School Dlst. 401 


became a unit cJstrict, it has enjoyed a 
considerable tax advantage according to 
Harold Scholle, district superintendent. 


Scholle was a guest speaker at last 


week's meeting of the citizens' reorgani- 
zation committee for Elk Grove Town- 
ship School Dlst. 59. The committee is 
studying the possibility of Dlst. 59 form- 
ing a unit school district. 


Scholle said that in the 4% years since 


Dlst. 401 became a unit district, the edu- 
cation fund tax levy has remained the 
same. In the period from 1965 to 1970, the 
district's enrollment has gone up 23 per 
cent, the assessed valuation has risen 23 
per cent, but the total tax rate has only 
gone up two per cent. • 


In the referendum to form a unit dis- 


trict, Scholle estimated that-only 10 per 
cent of the registered voters went to the 
polls, but the referendum passed 754 to 
101. However, every attempt to pass a 
referendum for more classrooms has 
failed since the district became a unit 
district. 
' SCHOLLE SAID the district's total en- 
rollment is now about 3,500 students in 
three elementary schools and one high 
school. Some kindergarten classes have 


been taught in private homes because of 
overcrowding. For the present school 
year, eight portable units and one church 
basement are being used for classrooms. 


The transition from Elementary School 


District 85 and High School District 232 
to a unit district was fairly smooth,, ac- 
cording to Scholle. He said the two dis- 
tricts had been sharing the same super- 
intendent since 1958. Many of the staff 
members remained in the same capacity 
in the new unit as they were in the sepa- 
rate school districts. 


Scholle said the elementary school 


teachers pay scale was raised to that of 
the high school teachers within one year. 


The biggest problem hi forming the 


unit district was in getting people to 
work together, according to Scholle. The 
problem still exists, he said.. 


, Another problem that has continued Is 
the allocation of funds between the high 
school and the elementary schools. 


"It's a big problem, but you have to 


live with it," said Scholle. He said It 
costs more to educate a high school stu- 
dent than an elementary student so more • 
money has'to be allocated to the high 
school. 


Unit District Gain: More State Aid 


.• Elk Grove' Township School Dist. 59 
would gain an additional $2.4 million in 
state aid if the district became a unit 
school according to Thomas Guy of the 
. district's citizens' reorganization study 
committee. 


The committee .is studying the possi- 


bility of Dist 59 forming a unit district.

Guy, vice chairman of the finance sub-

He 
said Dist. 59 would also incur added'ex- 
penses as a unit district, one .of which 
would be A $500,000 pay hike to raise ele- 
mentary teachers' salaries to the level of 
high school teachers.

DIST. 59 would also have to pay High 


School Dlst. 214 for any buildings taken 
into the unit district. Even as.a unit dis- 
trict, Dlst. 59 would also have to pay Its 
share of Dlst: 214's existing bond debt, 


estimated to be $14.4 million.

Parks To Ask 
Village For 
Federal Cash 


The Elk Grove Park District plans to 


seek some of the Elk Grove Village fed- 
eral revenue-sharing funds to pay for 
flood damage incurred during the heavy 
rains in 1972. 


Unlike other governmental bodies, the 


park district cannot get federal disaster 
relief funds for flood damage. Nor does 
the park district qualify for any federal 
revenue sharing money. 


Damaged in the flooding were swim- 


ming pool facilities at Lions Park in Elk 
Grove Village. Park officials have esti- 
mated the extent of the damage at sev- 
eral thousand dollars. 


Park officials are now considering a 


resolution calling for the village to reim- 
burse the park district for its flood loss- 
es. Plans call for the resolution to be 
ready for final consideration by Jan. 25, 
the next regular park district meeting. 


Following the floods late last summer, 


the park district, like other local govern- 
mental bodies Filed for flood relief mon- 
ey, only to learn that federal law prohib- 
ited any reimbursement for recreational 
facilities. 


Elk Grove Village is scheduled to re- 


ceive about $251,000 in federal revenue 
sharing funds. Thus far village officials 
have announced no plans as to how the 
funds will be used.

Lady Barber Sets Up Shop

Say, did you hear the one about the 


traveling salesman? 


Well, you probably won't hear it at Ar- 


tistic Barbers in Buffalo Grove. 


No risque jokes, here, and no girlie 


mags, either. That's because the.first 
chair barber and owner of the shop is a 
woman, Bessie Persack. 


Tonight, she and her two other bar- 


bers, Russ and Joe, celebrate the grand- 
opening of the shop in the Ranch Mart 
Shopping Center. There will be a cham- 
pagne fountain and hors d'ocuvrcs from 
6 to 9 p.m. 


FROM ALL REPORTS, the shop has 


changed considerable since Mrs. Persack 
took over last August. The old bare floor 
is now covered with carpeting -and the 
bottles of Witch Hazel that cluttered the 
counters have been replaced by cons of 
hairspray. 


Warm shades of brown and green, typi- 


cal of a man's den or study dominate the 
soothing decor that reflects Mrs. Per- 
sack's "philosophy" of harboring. 


"When a man takes- time to get a hair- 


cut, ho should be able to get away from 
the hectic world," said the petite gradu- 
ate of Mollcr Barber College in Chicago. 
Mrs. Persack was one of five women in a 
class of 20 who earned their licenses in 
1968. 


"A haircut should be a relaxing, pleas- 


ant experience that makes someone look 
and feel better," Mrs. Persnck said. 


That could mean one of her customers 


might leave wearing a new stretch wig 
(very -popular, she says) or that he 
might request a dye-job followed by a 
manicure and shoe shine. 


"YOU HAVE TO give people what they 


want," said Mrs. Persack, a Deerfleld 
resident. "If it makes them happy, what 
difference'does it make?" "Besides," 
she added, "the days when a barber cut 
hair the way HE thought it should look 
are over." 


The client makes the decision on his 


appearance now, she said, or in the case 
of several of the high school boys who 
come in, the client's athletic coach. 


Sometimes Mrs. Persack gets a little 


coaching from wives and mothers who- 
encourage her to recommend "a (little 
more off the back," or ask her to suggest 
to a husband or son that he wear his hair 
a little shorter around the cars. 


She predicts, however, that the coach- 


ing will become less frequent as more 
men start following the current trent to- 
ward trimmer hairstyles. 


SURPRISINGLY, Mrs. Persack said 


she Isn't'Often called on for advice about 
wife and girlfriend problems. She did say 
that mothers often discuss their children 
with her, especially when they find out 
she has three teen-agers herself. 


THE WOMEN AUGHT be lit the shop 


with their sons, but many of them come 
in for haircuts themselves. Besides the 
obvious price advantage over most beau- 


ty shops, Mrs. Persack said a barber 
shop cut allows a woman to set her hair 
herself. 


"There's a big difference in the way 


we cut hair," she said. "A beautician 
cuts for style, we cut for the sh?pe of the 
head." 


Mrs. Persack said most of her men 


customers have no objection to having a 
woman cut their hair — but there are 
still a few "diehards" who feel barbering 
is a man's domain. 
v 
"I'll say one thing, she's certainly a lot 


gentler," said a man In the chair.

Margaret Zartler, 720B Bordeaux, said 
last week after she learned she was 
being sued by the Elk Grove Estates 
Townhouse Association for erecting a 
picket fence in her backyard. 


The suit was filed in an attempt to 


force Mrs. Zartler to take the fence down 
because no approval was granted for the 
fence by the townhouse association. Ac- 
cording to the association's regulation, 
approval of the governing board is re- 
quired for any alterations in a townhouse 
owner's outside physical property. 


Mrs. Zartler said she moved to the 


townhouse development In August and 
was "amazed anything like this could 
happen." 


"I moved to Elk Grove Village from 


the city to get out of all the bureaucracy, 
and then this happens," she said. 


MRS. ZARTLER said she was aware 


of the association's regulations and wrote 
a letter to the townhouse association this 
fall asking for permission to erect a 
fence. 


"They (the association) did not act on 


the request in the permitted time, and so 
I asked my attorney if it was all right to 
put up a fence," she said. "He studied 
the regulations and advised me I did 
have the right to put up a fence as long 
as it was aesthetically pleasing and 
blended with the area." 


She said she was In the process of hav- 


ing the fence installed when she received 
a letter from the association denying her 
request. She said she then wrote the as- 
sociation another letter saying she would 
be willing to put up a fence that met with 
the association's approval. Mrs. Zartler 
said she never received an answer to her 
letter.

"The next thing I got was a letter from 


Robert Cagann & Associates of Arlington 
Heights telling me I was in violation of 
their regulations, and I would have to 
have the fence removed or they would 
remove it for me and bill me," she said, 
remove it for me and bill me," she aid.

Hidden Creek Gets Little 
Opposition At Hearing 


Hidden Creek, a 77-ncrc apartment 


complex at Dundee Road and III. Rtc. S3, 
met with little opposition when details 
for tho project were outlined to Cook 
County Zoning Board of Appeals mem- 
bers Friday. 


Much of tho surrounding land already 


Is zoned for multi-family developments, 
a fact that may smooth the path for re- 
zoning. Located northwest of the Dundee- 
Rtc. S3 Intersection, the project would be 
built in three "neighborhoods," accord- 
Ing to developers. 


The land currently Is In the hands of 


Kcm Property, but If the zoning change 
is approved, tho residential portion 
would bo sold to Kennedy Brothers devel- 
opers, and -an 18-ocro business zone 
would go to Edclbcrg-Maycr and Associ- 
ates. 


The three portions of the residential 


development, bordered by Nichols Road, 
Baldwin Road and Rtc. S3, arc connected 
only by pathways. Separate roads lead 
Into each section, with no auto access 
between tho scgmcncts of the devel- 
opment. 


TIIItEE-STORY apartment buildings 


are scheduled for the northern 23 acres 
of tho triangular-shaped property. Dub- 


bed the "garden area," this portion 
would total 616 living units In com- 
binations of one, two and three bed- 
rooms. 


In the "cluster area," 576 townhouses 


and duplexes would be constructed on 
tho 48-acrc central section surrounding 
the Buffalo Creek tributary, which runs 
cast-west through the property. 


The "courts" will be three buildings, 


one seven stories tall and two nine sto- 
ries each. The apartments In these eleva- 
tor buildings are scheduled for effi- 
ciencies of one and two bedrooms each, 
totaling 301 units. 


Hidden Creek's density would be just 


over 19 units per acre. 


Specifics for a commercial area along 


Dundee Road were much less certain. 
The only definite plan Included a motel 
in the project. 


Developers told county zoning commis- 


sioners that they have been trying "al- 
most continuously" to buy a 40-acre sec- 
tion of land still in the hands of the farm- 
er who originally owned the entire 98 
acres of the development. But for now, 
they are planning to build on the sur- 
rounding property with the hope of even- 
tually buying the remaining portion. 


However, attendance undoubtedly was 


kept down because only the incumbenets 
and one other resident filed petitions with 
the party for village office. 


VIP Pros. Thomas C. Kearns said he 


did not believe the low attendance is an 
indication of the level of VIP support In 
Palatine. In the last village election, two 
of the three VIP candidates were elect- 
ed.

Andy English and Charlie Suit were 


Just 3 yean old when the first American 
wu killed In Vietnam. They were about 
to enter flnt grade when Congress em- 
powered President Johnson to "take all 
necessary measures. . ." They were 
deep Into the Intricacies of multiplication 
tables when the nation's college campus- 
es were In an uproar. 


Now, at 14, their awareness of war 


stretching back as far as their memories 
go. the two William Fremd High School 
freshmen are trying to do something 
about it. 


In their own small way, they're trying 


to get an antiwar movement started in 
Palatine area. So fax, there have been 
few lexers. 


"People don't give a damn," says 


Andy. The days of marches on the Pen- 
tagon, pepper gas In the DuPont Circle, 
building occupations on college campuses 
— events that took place so recently and 
yet so long ago — are past. 


MAYDE IT'S a feeling that demonstra- 


tions are fruitless, that peace is "at 
hand." 


Palatine was never exactly a hotbed of 


antiwar protest, anyway, even when it 


was "in" to be against the war. 


So it's not surprising that when two 


kids, calling themselves the local chapter 
of the Student Mobilization Committee 
To End the War in Southeast Asia, or- 
ganize a meeting at Fremd High School, 
only two people show up. 


Another, meeting, held last week at a 


local church, drew just four persons. In 
fact, the scheduled speaker didn't even 
show up; he sent a substitute. 


ANDY AND CHARLIE have searched 


— unsuccessfully — for a club sponsor 
(they can't meet on school property with- 
out one). They've distributed leaflets 


calling for demonstrations on the day of 
President Nixon's inauguration (though 
many students let the leaflets fall to the 
floor without even a glance). And they've 
tried to stir up the antiwar sentiment 
they're convinced can still, be tapped 
("The newspapers and magazines have 
decreed that the student movement is 
dead. But, Andy insists, "it's still alive. 
We just haven't been able to mobilize as 
large a number as before.") • 


They're not discouraged, but it'll be 


even tougher now to attract a following. 
Charlie's family moved over the week-

A check from the federal government 


for $87,625 representing the second por- 
tion of federal revenue sharing funds for 
Rollins Meadows was delivered to the 
city last week. The check is the second 
payment made to the city as part of the 
revenue sharing program started last 
year. 


The amount is less than the first check 


of $92,229, but a letter from the govern- 
ment said five per cent of the total sec- 
ond payment was being withheld because 
of anticipated changes in distribution fig- 
ures.

four acres had been donated by Dunbar 
Homes. Inc. A portion of the nature area 
had been acquired by Dunbar as part of 
their Dunbar Lakes condominium project 
near Schaumburg and Plum Grove 
roads. The developer agreed to give the 
four acres for the nature center. 


UK ALSO reported that Schaumburg 


Mayor Robert 0. Atchcr has obtained a 
commitment from another land owner to 
donate two acres for the project.

Up, Although 
Use Down Here 


Revenue from water sales In Mount 


Prospect was up last year, even though 
the heavy summer and fall rains caused 
a decrease In water usage by residents. 


The higher revenue results from the 


20-ccnt per 1,000 gallon rato Increase 
which went Into et/cct Aug. 1, 1971. That 
increase, which raised the rate to 75 
cents per 1,000 gallons, was adopted by 
the village board July 28, 1071 at the 
same time a $1.5 million water Improve- 
ment program was adopted. 


From December 1971 through Novem- 


ber 1972, water billings totaled $902,167, 
an Increase of 20.68 per cent or $154,571 
over the previous 12-month's $747,596 bil- 
ling. Only September and November 
showed a decrease In revenue last year, 
with tho latter being over $19,000. 


Because only a third of tho village Is 


billed each month for water, the new 
rato did not become fully effective until 
the billing of December 1971. 


Over tho same period, however, water 


uwgo declined by 79,074,000 gallons over- 
all and declined in seven of tho last eight 
months as compared with usage for tho 
same months a year ago. Total usage 
was 1.10 billion gallons or a drop of 7.75 
per cent. 


Village Finance Director Richard L. 


Jesse said he estimates that for the 
whole waterworks and sewage fund, rev- 
enue will reach 90 per cent of the antici- 
pated amount by the end of this fiscal 
year, which Is April 30.

lective bargaining. We have been doing it 
for years," the mayor said. He was re- 
ferring to the police and fire wage repre- 
sentative groups that have been selected 
by the men each year for several years. 
These small groups always (hen pre- 
sented the employes' wishes to the vil- 
lage board. 


THE NEW ORDINANCE would go be- 


yond this simple committees of the past, 
however. Tclchcrt said he would favor 
having binding arbitration provided for 
in the ordinance. "There should be somo 
alternative," ho said.

Patrolman Warren Fischer, head of 


the local CCPA chapter, has already 
publicly stated his group would also like 
to see binding arbitration provided for. 


The proposed ordinance would also al- 


low other village employes, such as pub- 
lic worl-s and finance clerks, to be repre- 
sented tor the first time if they should so 
desire.

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High Schoolers Train In Cadet Program 
Students Learning Fire Department Ropes 


by TOM VON MALDER 


The workings of a front mount pump 


would mean little to the typical high 
school student Yet 10 local high school 
juniors know all about the front mount 
pump and other pieces of fire equipment 
because • they have studied them under 
Mount Prospect Fire Department's cadet 
program. 


The cadet program, started last Sep- 


tember, is the first of its kind in Illinois 
and is being operated in conjunction with 
High School Dlst. 214's Diversified Edu- 
cation Program. There is a strong possi- 
bility that other area fire deportments 
will join tho program next year 


The students, from Mount Prospect, 


Arlington Heights and Prospect Heights, 
also have studied salvage operation, hose 
lines and advanced first aid in the first 
five months of the pioneer program. 
They arc well acquainted with radio' 
communications and the equipment used 
on fire trucks. 


Under the cadet program, the boys 


spend three hours each weekday after- 
noon at village fire stations getting prac- 
tical experience and one hour each day 
In tho classroom at Prospect High 
School, where most of the cadets are stu- 
dents. 


FIREFIGHTER Leonard Kaiser, who 


spent over a year drawing up the pro- 
gram before It started, hopes to have a 
state law passed which would allow the 
cadets to become firemen at age 18. Cur- 
rently, state law restricts membership hi 
a fire department to those aged 21 or 
older. 


Apparently all 10 of the boys now in 


the program have plans to become fire- 
men after they turn the legal age, ac- 
cording to Kaiser. However, at least one 
hopes that the law is changed so he can 
join after graduation from high school 


"The training we are getting Is good. It 


deals with each situation (that may come 
up)," Keith McDonald, 16 Leon Ln., 
Prospect Heights, said. "I would start 
right away if the age was lowered. 


McDonald, a St. Viator High School 


student, is a "buff" with the Prospect 
Heights Fire Department now. A "buff" 
is a person who is not a member of a fire 
department nor a volunteer, but who 
hangs out at the fire station doing all he 
can to help the firemen. Buffs handle 
such jobs as coiling hoses and running 
errands. 


KAISER. WHO has to grade the boys 


on their practical training, feels there 
are three basic pluses to the cadet pro-

Fire Cadet Plan Interest Spreading 


An important part of Mount Prospect 


Firefighter Leonard Kaiser's plans for < 
his cadet program is to have it adopted 
statewide. 


He has received indications of support 


and interest from throughout the state, 
but the current state laws governing 
membership hi fire departments remain 
a stumbling block. 


Kaiser, a 10-year veteran of the Mount 


Prospect Fire Department, has spent the 
last 19 months working to establish both 
the local program and a statewide pro- 
gram. As Fire Chief Lawrence Pairitz 
put it, "Lcn has worked and worked 
hard, while others have just talked." 


Kaiser has even gone as far as to draw 


up a new state.law which would establish 
fire cadet programs. The law, an adapt- 
ation of the current one covering police 
cadets, is hi the hands of newly elected 
State Sen. David Regner, R-3rd, and . 
awaits introduction to the state legisla- 
ture.

Kaiser's model bill has two Important 


aspects. First, it would lower the eligibil- 
ity age for firemen from 21 to 18. Second, 
it would set up a preference point system 
for cadets. 


UNDER the preference point system , 


a former cadet, once he had qualified by 
exam for a fire department, would re- 


ceive additional points for his previous 
training. The result would be, as Kaiser 
sees it, that the former cadets would, 
then have an edge when it came to ac-. 
tual hiring. 


Kaiser said that he would like these 


preference points to be good for up to' 
five years after a cadet finishes the two 
year training program. This would give, 
the boy time to attend college if he 
should so desire. 


The Illinois Association of Boards of 


Fire and Police Commissions last March 
offered their support for Kaiser's state- 
wide program. Kaiser himself will soon 
travel to Bloomington-Normal where 
both fire chiefs have indicated a desire 
to start cadet programs hi their towns. 


Kaiser also hopes that some type of 


state funding will be made available for 
the training programs. He said that some 
'state funds are being used now for the 
training books which High School Dlst. 
214 is buying for the program.

Satisfying their handkerchief-waving 


fans and answering their critics who 
claimed they didn't play a tough sched- 
ule, the Dolphins were in such complete 
command that they had a shutout until 
the Redskins scored a freak touchdown 


on a blocked field goal attempt with 2:07 
remaining. 


The only real excitement of the game • 


came when the Redskins got the ball 
back with 1:14 left on their own 30 and 
needed a touchdown to produce the first 
sudden death hi the seven-year history of 
the Super Bowl. 


But the Dolphins' "no-name" defense, 


that took away the Redskin running 
game by stopping Larry Brown through- 
out the game, sacked Billy Kilmer on 
fourth dowri on the 17 with 33 seconds left 
and the Dolphins then just let the clock 
run down as the fans mobbed the field.

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Philosophy Of Forest River Subdivision: 'Live, Let Live'

(Second of Two Parts) 


"Live and let live" — that's the atti- 


tude around the Forest River subdivi- 
sion. 


Residents don't complain about the 


junk collector Mho piles his finds on his 
back lot or about the horse fenced In a 
neighbor's front yard. They accept it; 
the nonconformity of the small unin- 
corporated arm just east of Mount Pros- 
pect and nor*h of On Plalncs is one of 
the reasons ptoplc move there. 


"It's like a small town; people social- 


ize and they accept each other. We're 
less competitive and regimental here 
compared to other subdivisions in the 
Northwest simurbs." explained Sylvia 
Lurie who moved to Forest River 2li 
years ago to escape the crowded city. 


Forest River looks like a small town. 


Mmt of the streets ore narrow without 
sidewalks or street lights. Lots tire large, 
many of them filled with vegetable and 
flower gardens; some of them unkept. 
Pets romp in backyards shaded by trees 
that have had a long time to grow old. • 


None of the iwhousos look alike. They 


range In value from'$15,000 to $100,000, 
from brick to frame, three-story to 
ranch. Some lots have built-in swimming 
pools; others still hold small storage 
shacks reminiscent of the 1930s when 
residents built the subdivision out of sec- 
ond-hand materials. All the houses have 
their own wells. 


According >o a recent survey taken by 


' the Forest River Civic Association 83 per 
cent of the residents own their own 
homes; 17 per cent rent. Forty-four per 
cent have lived in the area 10 years or 
more; 40 per cent from two to 10 years; 
16 per cent, less than two years. 


THE INCOME LEVELS, age groups, 


and ethnic backgrounds of the citizenry 
in Forest River run the gamut. Senior 
citizens, young newcomers, first-gener- 
ation ethnics who have difficulty speak- 
ing English, persons who grew up In For- 
est River and returned to live there — 
these arc the persons who have chosen to 
live there. 


"There arc no snobs in Forest River. If 


you want to be yourself, you can," said 


Anne Stingley who moved to the arts 
four years ago and is president of the 
Forest River Civic Association's women 
auxiliary. 


"We had lived in a subdivision in Des 


Plaincs in a $45,000 house," Mrs. Sting- 
ley said. "But we knew only one person 
there. People just weren't friendly, and 
we weren't used to that. We came from a 
farm town where everybody knew every- 
body else." 


Lillian King, whose husband grew up 


in Forest River and brought her there to. 
live, also likes the small town atmos- 
phere "You don't have to try to keep up 
with the Joneses. You can just mind your 
own business," she said. 


The people who live in Forest River 


are there by choice. But strangers don't 
understand that, say many Forest River 
residents. Justified or not, they feel they 
are looked down upon by people living 
across Foundry Road In the new subdivi- 
sions with large homes, sidewalks and 
streetlights. 


"I knew a mother across Foundry who 


wouldn't let her daughter come to a 


birthday party in Forest River just be- 
cause it was Forest River," said one 
woman who didn't want to be named. 


NANCY KOZEE, who grew up in For- 


est River and has started her own family 
there, said she thinks Forest River resi- 
dents are snubbed because the subdivi- 
sion is different "Our houses are all dif- 
ferent and all of them are not new," she 
said. "And we don't have any side- 
walks.',' 


"But our taxes are as high as every- 


body else's," said Lee Fuller who has 
lived in the subdivision for 13 years and 
seen her taxes double in the past seven 
years. "Some people just don't want to 
remodel outside because they feel their 
taxes will go up.'' 


The people have no local government 


to complain to about issues like taxes; 
they must depend on Cook County. For 
local involvement they turn to their 
homeowners group, the Forest River Civ- 
ic Association. 


"Our major purpose Is to have people 


involved. We put on things like dances, 
children's parties and parades and dif- 
ferent groups of people get to become 


involved," said Marvie Lurie, president 
of the association. "We also serve an in- 
formational purpose." Lurie said about 
100 of the 190 homes belong to the associ- 
ation. 


The association, formed about 30 years 


ago, has become more active in the past 
year than it had been in the past Offi- 
. cials turned their thoughts to the whole 
community, both old-timers and new- 
comers, and last year held a successful 
trash pick up for all residents. The group 
has also been active in fighting rezon- 
ings. Currently the association is plan- 
ning to renovate the old Forest River 
Hall on Lee Street, once used as a station 
by the now defunct Forest River Fire 
Department. 


LURIE SAID THE subdivision has nev- 


er been asked officially about annexing 
to Des Plaines or Mount Prospect, and 
many residents of the subdivision seem 
not to care, \ccording to the civic associ- 
ation's survsy, 45 per cent were unde- 
cided about annexation; 34 per cent just 
weren't interested. 


But all is not perfect in Forest River. 


Residents will have problems and would 
like to see them solved. They want more 
Cook County Sheriffs Police patrols. 
They would like to sec stray dogs that 
roam the subdivision sometimes 
in 


packs, impounded. And they want to be 
assured that lots won't be subdivided and 
apartments won't be built in the area. 


"We like living in Forest River," said 


Mrs. Kozee. "But we're always trying to 
make it better." 
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Considerable Tax Benefit: Ehmvood Park Official 
Unit School District Advantages Told 


Since Elmuood Park School Dlst. 401 


became a unit district, it has enjoyed a 
considerable tax advantage according to 
Unroll! Schollc, district superintendent. 


Scholle was a guest speaker at last 


week's meeting of the citizens' reorgani- 
zation committee for Elk Grove Town- 
ship School Dlst. 59. The committee Is 
studying the possibility of Dlst. 59 form- 
Ing n unit school district. 


Schollc said that In the 4'j years since 


Dlst. 401 became a unit district, the edu- 
cation fund tax levy has remained the 
same. In the period from 1963 to 1970, the 


district's enrollment has gone up 23 per 
cent, the assessed valuation has risen 23 
per cent, but the total tax rate has only 
gone up two per cent. 


In the referendum to form a unit dis- 


trict, Schollc estimated that only 10 per 
cent of the registered voters went to the 
polls, but the referendum passed 754 to 
101. However, every attempt to pass a 
referendum for more classrooms has 
failed since the district became a unit 
district. 


SCHOLLE SAID the district's total en-

Kids In Trouble Talk It Out With Youth Division 
Officers 


by OAVID MAIISMAN 


Maybe tw did It for kicks, or maybe 


Just becaiu.~ he wanted It. But be got 
caught shoplifting, and the youth Is on 
his way to the Arlington Heights police 
station. 


He was turned over to the police be- 


cause the store detective couldn't reach 
his parents. Otherwise, he would be on 
his way home. 


The boy doesn't know what to expect. 


Will he be thrown in a cell? Will he be 
booked and printed? What will his par- 
ents say? 


The youth is taken downstairs at the 


municipal building to the police depart- 
ment's youth division, because he is not 
yet 17 years old. And be isn't locked up. 
He Isn't even treated harshly. 


But be and his parents are about to get 


a surprise. Because few people know or 
understand how the youth division works. 


SOT. PAUL Buckholz, head of the 


eight-man division, says It is unfortunate 
that more people don't know what ser- 
vices he and his staff can provide. Be- 
cause if they did, the youth division 
could do a lot more good. 


Buckholz explains how the youth divi- 


sion operates: 


Vandalism and theft, such as the case 


ot the young shoplifter,. are the most 
common cases Juvenile handles. And of 
all the "anti-social" behavior in Arling- 
ton Heights, Buckholz said about half is 
a matter for the youth division. 


Once the youthful offender is brought 


into the station, he is given his rights 
under the Miranda decision. This Is man- 
datory, as is another call to the youth's 
parents. Eventually the parents will be 
reached and come down to the station. 


Buckholz or one of the staff will ask 


the youth why he did whatever he did — 
or if he did it at all. The offender will 


usually talk, Buckholz said. The staff Is 
also interested,in determining if the of- 
fender has participated in any previous 
unlawful behavior. 


Buckholz explained that what he and 


the others are really trying to do is not 
to grill the youth but to evaluate the 
problem to determine if outside help, 
such as counseling, is needed. And all 
this questioning is done in a friendly 
manner, he said. 


ONCE THE PARINTS arrive, one of 


the juvenile officers will talk to them 
separately. The parents will be told not 
to overreact. The officers try to calm 


them down, because they are usually agi- 
tated and upset, police say. 


"We don't want the child to enjoy the 


situation," Buckholz said. But he empha- 
sized that any disciplinary action on the 
parents' part should be "reasonable." 


Buckholz said that what be really 


wants to do is come to the root of the 
problem, to offer help if it would be ac- 
cepted. The staff will offer some coun- 
seling, but the youth division is more of a 
clearing house for referrals. They work 
with about a dozen organizations in the 
area that offer one kind of counseling 
service or another. 


The white-haired sergeant says he and 


his personnel have become adroit at 
spotting anti-social attitudes, a result of 
long experience handling juvenile cases. 


And Buckholz said he seldom will prose- 


cute a first offense. Of the 1,600 or so 
cases juvenile bandies in a year, only 
about four per cent are ever sent to fam- 
ily court. By contrast, some 12 per cent 
are referred to outside agencies. The rest 
are taken care of by the parents. 


And parents are the primary cause for 


sending a case to court, Buckholz said. 
While he terms most parents "good, con-

appointment or return to village politics. 


WALSH ENTERED village govern- 


ment In 1961 when he was appointed to 
the Arlington Heights plan commission. 
He served six years as a village trustee 
before being elected village president In 
1969. 


Palmatlcr has been a village trustee 


since 1965, and served eight years prior 
to that on the zoning board of appeals. 


Palmatler has indicated that ho Is In- 


terested in the village presidency or 
being rclcctcd trustee. He could, then, 
lose Caucus-endorsement as village pres- 
ident candidate but win his bid for 
rcnomlnatlon as a trustee. 


It Is not known for certain but would 


seem highly unlikely that Walsh is inter- 
ested In any other village office besides 
village president.

of the 'triangular-shaped property. Dub- 
bed the "garden area," this portion 
would total 616 living units in com- 
binations of one, two and three bed- 
rooms. 


In the "cluster area," 576 townhouses 


and duplexes would be constructed on 
the 48-acre central section surrounding 
the Buffalo Creek tributary, which runs 
east-west through the property. 


The "courts" will be three buildings, 


one seven stories tall and two nine sto- 
ries each. The apartments in these eleva- 
tor buildings are scheduled for effi- 
ciencies of one and two bedrooms each, 
totaling 301 units. ' 


Hidden Creek's density would be just 


over 19 units per acre. 


Specifics for a commercial area along 


Dundee Road were much less certain. 
The only definite plan included a motel 
in the project.

A 'Super' Day For Dolphins,, 14-7 


The business-like Miami Dolphins pow- 


ered their way to their first world cham- 
pionship Sunday and polished off the first 
perfect season in NFL history when Bob 
Grlese picked apart the Washington Red- 
skins' celebrated defense for a 14-7 Super 
Bowl victory. 


Before a record Super Bowl crowd of 


90,182 in the Los Angeles Coliseum, the 
Dolphins wrapped up a 17-0 season and 
helped wipe out the sting of three pre- 
vious championship game losses Ly 
coach Don Shula by dominating a game 
that wasn't as close as the score 
sounded. 


Satisfying their handkerchief-waving 


fans and answering their critics who 
claimed they didn't play a tough sched- 
ule, the Dolphins were in such complete 
command that they had a shutout until 
the Redskins scored a freak touchdown 


on a blocked field goal attempt with 2:07 
remaining. 


The only real excitement of the game 


came when the Redskins got the ball 
back with 1:14 left on their own 30 and 
needed a touchdown to produce the first 
sudden death in the seven-year history of 
the Super Bowl. 


But the Dolphins' "no-name" defense, 


that took away the Redskin running 
game by stopping Larry Brown through- 
out the game, sacked Billy Kilmer on 
fourth down on the 17 with 33'seconds left 
and the Dolphins then just let the clock 
run down as the fans mobbed the field. • 


The Dolphins, who were born in 1966 


when the Super Bowl was first played, 
kept distracting Washington coach 
George Allen throughout the game, then 
took a 144 halftime lead and then sat 
on the lead in the second half as the 
Dolphin defense did the rest.

Final Flood Report Expected Soon 


The final engineering report on flood- 


ing problems In Arlington Heights was 
expected to be completed Wednesday but 
may not be available to the public for sev- 
eral weeks. 


Trustee Frank Palma.icr, chairman of 


the citizens' action committee against 
flooding, said the manuscript of II. J. Pe- 
terson's flood control report is almost 
completed. However printing of the re- 
port Is expected to take an additional two 
to three weeks 


Piilmaticr said he was not "sure when 


the report would be released but he 
thought that distribution would not be 
made until copies are printed. 


The study, which cost $14,000, outlines 


storm water flooding problems and pro- 
poses a number of major improvements, 
i n c l u d i n g a 100-ocrc lake along 
McDonald Creek, to prevent future flood- 
ing. 


The written report will also include 


cost estimates on the recommended im- 
provements. 


In addition to the 100-acrc lake, Peter- 


son has proposed retention basins at Volz 


and Pioneer parks and at the site of the 
old sewage treatment plant near North- 
west Highway. 


A number of major sewer improve- 


ments have also been, proposed, including 
the line from Arlington High School to 
Douglas Avenue, homes west of St. Viator 
High School and sections of the North- 
gate subdivision.

cerned but confused," some parents pre- 
sent a problem to the youth division — 
and to the child: 


AT OPPOSITE extremes are parents 


who don't care about what their children 
do, and those who overreact, get violent 
with their children. 


The uncaring parents Indicate in their 


conversation with the youth officers that 
they have no time to worry about their 
children. They are too busy living their 
own lives, Buckholz said. In this case, 
the officers try very hard to sell the par- 
ents on the idea of seeking counseling. 


In the case of the overreactive parents, 


parents who will become violent or dis- 
enfranchise their children, the officers 
also try for counseling. And they try to 
c a u t i o n the parents against over- 
emotional behavior. 


In either case, if the parents refuse 


outside help, the juvenile officer may de- 
cide to prosecute the case, even if the 
charge is minor. In this way, the court 
can force the parents to accept coun- 
seling for them and their children, Buck- 
holz said. 


The process of talking to the parents 


and children — they often aren't even 
under arrest — is called a station adjust- 
ment. At this time, Buckholz said the 
staff's feeling is to try to impress the 
parents and children with their problem 
and try to get them to seek help if neces- 
sary. Because once the child reaches the 
age of 17, he is no longer considered a 
juvenile and will be prosecuted for1 a 
similar offense. 


"We don't want them to be just anoth- 


er statistic when they get older," Buck- 
holz said. 


BUCKIIOLZ DOESN'T necessarily sub- 


scribe to the old saw that "there is no 
such thing as a bad kid." Rather, he be- 
lieves that "bad kids are made, not 
born." What he is trying to do is either 
keep a kid from going bad, or unmake a 
bad kid If he has already reached that 
point. 


Buckholz uses that philosophy in his 


administration of the juvenile division. 
Some of the things he Is trying to do are: 


• Educate the public and prevent 


crime. 


• Apprehend offenders and teach them 


that they must be accountable for their 
actions. 


• Make public speaking appearances 


to discuss dos and don'ts of discipline in 
the home, the department's procedure 
for handling juvenile cases and drug 
abuse. 


—Work with other public agencies in 


attempting to establish "a meaningful 
place for abused and neglected children 
— a shelter program." Buckholz and 
company are trying to form a non profit 
corporation to provide emergency place- 


ment for children who are "victims of 
circumstance or crime." 


BUT MOST of all, Buckholz is trying to 


encourage people, whether they are juve- 
niles or not, to come to him with their 
problems. 
; 


"We are a referral agency, and good 


at it." he said. 


One area of interet to Buckholz is drug 


abuse. He said that he wants parents 
who find their children using drugs to 
bring the kids and drugs in to him. He 
said the parents should do so in their 
children's best interest, if only because 
they may be using impure drugs. And he 
promises, solemnly, not to prosecute, but 
to offer help. 


And all of the records in the juvenile 


division are privileged and can never be 
used against the child when he becomes 
an adult. No one, absolutely no one, can

Schollc said that In the 414 years since 


Dist. 401 became a unit district, the edu- 
cation fund tax levy has remained the 
same, in the period from 1965 to 1970, the 
district's enrollment has gone up 23 per 
cent, the assessed valuation has risen 23 
per cent, but the total tax rate has only 
gone up two per cent. 


In the referendum to form a unit dis- 


trict, Schollc estimated that only 10 per 
cent of the registered voters went to the 
polls, but the referendum passed 754 to 
101. However, every attempt to pass a 
referendum for more classrooms has 
(tilled since the district became a unit 
district. 


SCIIOLLE SAID the district's total en- 


rollment is now about 3,500 students In 
three elementary schools and one high 
school. Some kindergarten classes have 
been taught In private homes because of 
overcrowding. For the present school 
year, eight portable units and one church 
basement are being used for classrooms. 


The transition from Elementary School 


District 83 and High School District 232 
to a unit district was fairly smooth, ac- 
cording to Schollc. He said the two dis- 
tricts had been sharing the same super- 
intendent since 1958. Many of the staff 
members remained in the same capacity 
in the new unit as they were in the sepa- 
rate school districts. 


Schollo said the elementary school 


teachers pay scale was raised to that of 
the high school teachers within one year. 


The biggest problem In forming the 


unit district was in getting people to 
work together, according to Scholle. The

would gain an additional $2.4 million in 
state aid if the district became a unit 
school according to Thomas Guy of the 
district's citizens' reorganization study 
committee. 


The committee is studying the possi- 


bility of pist. 59 forming a unit district 
and is scheduled to submit its report to 
the school board by March 1. 


Guy, vice chairman of the finance sub- 


committee, presented his report at a gen- 
eral committee meeting Thursday. He 
said Dist. 59 would also incur added ex- 
penses as a unit district, one of which 
would be a $500,000 pay hike to raise ele- 
mentary teachers' salaries to the level of 
high school teachers. 


DIST. 59 would also have to pay High 


School Dist. 214 for any buildings taken 
into the unit district. Even as a unit dis- 
trict, Dist. 59 would also have to pay Its 
share of Dist.'214's existing bond debt, 


problem still exists, he said. 


Another problem that has continued is 


the allocation of funds between the high 
school and the elementary schools. 


"It's a big problem, but you have to 


live with it," said Scholle. He said it 
costs more to educate a high school stu- 
dent than an elementary student'so more 
money has to be allocated to the high 
school.
